War among Adverlisers : 


Conviviality in Connemara. | 


Cattle in Dublin. 


People moving into houses near the 
Dublin Cattle Market tell me that they 
find their sleep broken somewhat rudely 
on Wednesday and Thursday mornings by 
the noise of cattle driven to and from the 
many lairs in the district. After a lew 
weeks they grow used to it, however, and, 
like older residents, find’ no difficulty in 
sleeping, however great the turmoil. It is 
a cause for wonder and some amusement ; 
for country visitors are surprised, and 
sometimes amused, to see the methods em- 
ployed by the Dublin cattle-drovers. They 
have different processes for driving cattle, 
sheep and pigs. When driving catile, they 
beat the animals with sticks, and to 
augment the effect of the stick they keep 
up a continual barrage of loud shouts— 
no definite words, just shouts. The 
country men never shout at the cattle, 
and most of them dislike the use of the 
stick, preferring a goad. Their plea is 
that blows with a stick leave marks in 
the meat which take from its market 
value, whereas a goad, properly made, 
docs not mark either skin or flesh. 

With sheep the Dublin drovers’ method 
is usually to tie a handkerchief or cloth 
of some kind to the stick, and wave it to 
the accompaniment of piercing whistles. 
The country man prefers to use a dog, 
especially as his charges are not hemmed 
in by houses, as in the city. 

The Dublin method with pigs seems to 
be to let them take their own good time, 
and only to beat them when they carry 
their inquisitive snouts too far. The 
vociferations are in this case changed to 
a hissing sound which is best represented 
by the word “ heese.” Indeed, it is a 
common phrase, especially among children, 
in the city. ‘‘ He was ‘heesing’ cattle,” 
or pigs, as the case might be. 


Connemara Convivial. 


I have just remembered a strange piece 
of information which was told me the 
other day about drinking in Connemara. 
It would appear that some of the natives 
do not formally observe the custom in the 
matter of ‘‘rounds,’’ but have an etiquette 
of their own. If three or four men enter 
a public-house, the first man to “ stand ”’ 
will not, as in other parts, purchase a 
separate drink for each of his friends, but 
will call for some large measure (possibly 
a quart) of porter, which every man will 
tackle in his turn until it is finished. 
Then the ‘‘ next man in ” will repeat the 
order, and so on. 

On becoming exhilarated the natives 
adopt a quaint and rather novel method 
of expressing themselves. They cross 
their arms, moving them up and down, 
after the fashion of revellers singing 
““Auld Lang Syne.” In this way they 
stimulate a most convivial mood, and a 
‘series of Irish songs and dances follow as 
a natural sequence. 


Ghe Order of the Obus. 


Krupps, the famous German armament 
firm, 3,300 of whose employés have just 
been entertained by Frau Krupp von 
Boehlen on completion of twenty-five 
years’ service, has its own special decora- 
tion, known as the Order of the Obus. 
Every workman who completes ten years’ 
unbroken and satisfactory service Is 
formally decorated with a nmniniature 
platinum obus—which, as I remind my 
readers, is a shell of the martial kind— 
mounted in silver. After twenty years’ 
service he receives a similar ornament, 
mounted in gold. Generally, these are 
worn by the recipients as tie-pins, and, 
naturally, they are highly prized. Higher 
grade employés are éligible for the same 
decoration, which in their case is gene- 
rally mounted on sleeve-links. 


A Boomerang. 


It is a sound rule among advertising 
men that, no matter how tempting the 
prospect, one should never disparage the 
merits of a competitive product; for the

damaging comparison inevitably proves a 
boomerang. ‘hese remarks are induced 
by the fact. that the. advertising war be- 
tween the confectioners and the tobacco- 
manufacturers of the United States has 
now come to a close, with the confectioners 
the victors. 

The war started a couple of years back 
when some advertising genius in the 
American tobacco trade thought of men- 
tioning in the tobacco advertisements that 
fewer sweets and more cigarettes would 
help women to attain the ideal of fashion- 
able slimness. At first this campaign was 
a success, and it was hailed as a stroke 
'f genius. The success did not last long, 
however; for the sugar and confectionery 
interests joined forces and launched a 
counter-attack on the evils of cigarette 
smoking. 

The counter-attack had a serious effect 
on the tobacco business, and cost the 
tobacco firms millions of dollars’ in lost 
sales; for, outside the large cities of 
America, smoking has never become a 
habit with women, and, moreover, they 
are upt to take their advertisements very 
seriously. The position became so grave 
that eventually the United States Govern- 
ment stepped in and forbade the whole 
practice of attacking competing firms. By 
this time the tobacco people had lost all 
their hard-won ground, and it will take 
years to repair fhe effect of their ad- 
vertising mistake. 


Jowlters. 


A correspondent writes :—I see that Mr. 
Compton Mackenzie has been hauled over 
the coals for asserting that all the old 
cries have passed from the London streets 
when, according to his critics, manv of 
them are in full voice. I have often 
myself lamented the passing from Irish 
roads of many a type that frequented 
them in the old days, which were neither 
so good nor so bad as we assert. I did. 
however, imagine that I had seen for 
certain the last jowlter of Ireland. and 
that never acain should I be greeted on 
the threshold by a ragged gentleman who 
would sell me oysters. or a twig broom, or 
some odd, useless trifle which would offer 
rather occasion for talk than for bargain- 
ing. Yet the cther evening I found on 
my doorstep’ the jowlter of dreams. 
complete with bivalves and means to 
extract their — succulence. He was 
grumbling, as the jowlters always used 
to grumble; he saw criticism on the lips 
before they spoke, and defended by attack 
in the good old way, He had brooms, too. 
He said it was easily seen that the woman 
of the honse was being cheated: my 
vacuum cleaner was al) right for a 
picture. I did not eat his oysters or take a 
twig broom from him, and he passed away 
solemnly, less in anger than in solicitude 
for my honour’s folly. ‘‘ Believe me, ye’ll 
regret it,’ were his parting words. He 
was right; for I shall never know if I 
saw Ireland's last jowlter or the last 
jowlter’s ghost.

O many happy memories are associated 
S with the visits of the Ulster Players 
to Dublin that the Jarge audience 
which greeted them at the Gaiety Theatre 
last night was the least that might have 
been expected. Several years have passed 
since their last visit to Dublin, and it was 
an additional pleasure to welcome the old 
members on their return to the company. 
The occasion had further interest by the 
first production of a new play by lewis 
Purcell, whose earlier ‘plays have g'ven 
pleasure to many audiences throughout almost 
three decadés. His new play, “ Pals Go 
Halves,”’ carries his characters to Australia, 
where he now lives himself, but essentially 
they remain Ulster folk, with all the 
characteristics which have endeared his 
eople to so many and so varied audiences. 
his new play is somewhat slight in texture, 
but the ample supply of humour will enable 
audiences to pass its lack of weight with 
laughing delight. 


SHARING. 


A group of Ulster folk living in Boora 
Creek call themselves ‘‘cobbers,’’ or close 
friends, and decide that what they have they 
will share. Barty Munn’s brother had died 
in America, and it was. rumoured that he 
had left a considerable fortune to 
Barty.

become so thoroughly reformed that Martha 
asks the parson to request him to take less 
heed of the farm and more of his life. Harriet 
Bell having been given half-share of the Tilly 
laundry, the other half is given to Steve on 
his marriage to Harriet. 

What actually delights in ‘‘ Pals Go 
Halves ” is neither the plot nor its workings: 
it is the shrewd wit of the dialogue and 
the excellance of the acting. The wedding 
of Barty and Martha is one of the funniest 
scenes that Dublin has known for a long 
time, and it alone is well worth seeing. 
But, as the play contains many such scenes, 
the whole is a long laugh. 

Barty Munn’s laziness, no less than his 
acquired zest for work, are the materials 
with which Mr. W. Jackson builds up a 
comedy character of rare quality. The ladies 
are all. excellent, but especial mention should 
be made of Miss Marion Crimmins’s Martha 
Tilly. is, also, was a piece of comedy 
acting that was rich in humour, while re- 
poss = true to life. The entire cast worked 
with such evident enjoyment that the joy 
wag carried over the sadtence for the cor.

PROGRESS OF IRISH 
METROPOLITAN BRANCH. 


Noteworthy progress was reported in con- 
nection with the Irish Metropolitan Branch of 
the British Legion, at the annual general 
meeting of that branch, which was held in 
Jury's Hotel, Dublin, last night, the Chair- 
man, Colonel E. J. R. Evatt, D.8.0., pre- 
Siding. 

Mr. A. P. Connolly, one of the Vice-Pre- 
sidents, congratulated the branch on the ad- 
vance that it had made during the past year. 
It had been supgested, he raid, that the 
British Legion was attempting the impossible, 
but, if it was, it was attempting it with a 
fair measure of success. (Applause.) He re- 
ferred to the expansion of the number of 
branches and relief committees of the Legion,

“ BOUGHT,” AT THE 
THEATRE ROYAL.

ONSTANCE BENNETT is always 
L: worthy of the attention which she in- 
variably receives, but for a long time 
past her abilities have been largely wasted 
upon love that was unwise and upon babies 
who were unwanted. In ‘‘ Bought,”? which 
is the principal film in the programme at the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, this week, she is at 
last given a theme, which is clearly stated, 
and a story that is consistently and excel- 
lently developed. The result is a film that 
is very creditable to all who share in it, and 
to Arthur Mayo who directed it. 

Miss Bennett in this film appears as the 
daughter of a poor dressmaker, who has de- 
voted her life to the upbringing of her 
daughter. Having left her lover, because, as 
she said, he ‘‘made noises while eating, and 
was generally ‘common,’”’ the mother had 
struggled hard to rear her daughter to her 
own cultural standards, and had made her 
somewhat fastidious. At the age of 16 young 
Stephanie Dale had just left school, and be- 
trayed the success of her mother’s influence 
by desiring to change a birthday present cl 
substantial clothing for a single ayticle made 
of silk. Six months later she was still with- 
out employment, when the comments of a 
neighbour on a visit to her mother drove her 
to seek a job as a mannequin. She was fÍor- 
tunate enough to secure the job, largeiy be- 
cause of the attention which she attracted 
from a wealthy customer of the establish- 
ment. In her new sphere she was permitted 
to wear the clothes sold by her employer, 
provided she could get amony those who 
would be potential customers. 


SOCIAL REBEL. 

Passing to and from her home she had also 
attracted the attention of a young novelist, 
who lived in the next house, and a friend- 
ship had developed. Nicky had _ rebelled 
against the stupidities of the social round, 
and had set out to make a career for himself 
in literature. In the meantime Miss Dale's 
mother had died suddenly, and Stephanie 
changed her abode, while changing her occu- 
pation to that of receptionist to a fashionable 
physician. In this new position she was 
brought into intimate contact with the 
wealthy leaders of society, and was invited 
tc their homes. 

In one of those homes she encountered a 
young man, who made love to her, but as 
they were abcat to marry” her hfe- 
story was carried to the prospective bride- 
groom by the lady who employed her mother’s 
friend. As the wealthy young man was also 
something of a “ rotter,’’ the disclosure saved 
her from a disastrous marriage. The dis- 
closure is catastrophic in that because of it 
she loses her position with the doctor and 
must make a new start. Nicky is at hand to 
offer consvlation and to point out that she is 
better than her story. 


A WEALTHY ECCENTRIC. 

It is the old man whose attentions had 
secured for her the first job as a mannequin, 
and who had given her presents of books 
occasionally, who brings Nicky and herself 
together finally. For some time she had lost 
touch with him, so taken up was she with 
her society friends; but she thinks of him 
when work must be found again. Visiting him 
at hos luxurious home, she divines that he is 
her father, and he agrees that it is so. Seek- 
ing a pretext to throw her. into Nicky’s way, 
he mentions the new novel which Nicky had 
dedicated to her, and then suggests that she 
might care to inspect his books while he 1s 
dressing Going into the library she finds 
Nicky. The old man tells them that there is 
only half an hour in which to seek the 
registrar of marriages. 

As the ambitious and strong-willed Stephanie 
Dale, Miss Constance Bennett gives her best 
performance so far. She brings to the 
RN NN of the young girl a freshness which 
er admirers must have feared that she had 
completely lost. The story is assisted by the 
fact that Richard Bennett, the actor father of 
the famous sisters, plays the part of the 
eccentric who is nE Arú Dale s father with 
consummate skill, and the family resemblance 
is striking. Ben Lyon is a delightful Nicky; 
he is the social rebel to perfection, as he is 
the ideal lover in this story. 

“Bought’’ is certainly the best Constance 
Bennett fiim yet shown, and one that will be 
universally enjoyed. It has a consistent story, 
excellent acting and wise direction. ‘‘Bought’’ 
is supported by a varied programme.

CENTENARY CHURCH, DUBLIN. 


There was a large attendance at the 
Methodist Centenary Church, St. Stephen s 
Green, Dublin, last night, when Dr. George 
Hewson gave an organ recital. The instru 
ment, which was originally built in 18669, 
has just been reconstructed by Messrs. Evans 
and Barr, of Dublin and Belfast, and last 
night’s recital was to give people the oppor 
tunity to hear the instrument, which has 
been so extensively transformed as to present 
almost a new instrument. With the excep- 
tion of the old speaking tubes, the gilded 
front pipes and the mahogany frame sup 
porting them, there is no part of the 1869 
organ left. The two manual console has 
been moved to a central position, from ich 
the choir can be guided. The compass of 
the manuals has been enlarged to sixty-one 
keys, and the stops are controlled by stop- 
keys and thumb pistons. In addition to 
overhauling all the working parts of the 
organ, there have been built in completels 
new trumpet, claribel flute, voix celestes and 
viol d’orchestre stops. 

Dr. Hewson arranged a programme for last 
night’s recital, which was of a searching 
character sufficient to test the capacity ot 
the organ, and at. the same time provide 
excellent musical «ntertainment. The Cver 
ture in C, by Wood, which was the opening 
piece, trought a variety of stops into play, 
and the treatment of the contrasting subjects 
in the work by Dr. Hewson gave opportunity 
to weigh the power of the instrument. The 
full tones and great power of the instru 
ment were brought out in the Bach Toccata 
and Fugue in D Minor—the opening trumpet 
pronouncement being beautifully played.

The decision of the Belfast Corporation 
requiring women teachers in elementary 
schools to resign in the event of -their 
getting married is not to he accepted by 
the Ulster Teachers’ Union without a 
struggle for what are considered to be 
the rights and privileges of its members. 
At the last meeting of the City Council 
it was stated that the Education Com. 
mittee had a duty to perform towards the 
many ratepayers who had been at the 
expense of training their sons ‘and 
danghters for teaching appointments, such 
as those that only now will become avail- 
able. The Chairman of the Committee 
declared that, “if economies are posvible 
by replacing teachers with maximum 
salaries by young teachers beginning at 
the lowest grades, this Council is justified 
and bound in these difficult times to make 
these economies.”’ 

This statement of policy is resented by 
the Teachers’ Union as calculated to 
injure senior teachers, and at a meeting 
of the organisation last Saturday it was 
agreed that, in view of the serious conse. 
quences likely to arise from the Council’s 
decision, the whole question should be 
submitted in all its aspects for legal 
opinion, so that teachers mag know exactly 
how they stand in the matter. Keen

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Value of Cow- 
Testing Associations 
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Apathetic Clare Farmers.

RISING ont of a letter from the Free 
A State Department of Agriculture 

urging farmers to become members of 
cow-testing associations, Mr, Sean Brady, 
County Coumeillor, said, at the monthly 
meeting of the Ceunty Clare Committee of 
Agrculture, that there were only five or six 
associations in Clare, In County Cork there 
were more approved cow-testing associations 
than in the whole Free State put together. 
The Cork herds had been brought to a very 
high standard, 
_In Clare they were now entering upon an 
intensive creamery movement, and it was 
very essential that farmers should be alive 
to their own interests. The Department 
would help, beth financially and otherwise. 

The Chairman (Mr. T. Falvey, County 
Councillor) said that in West Clare the 
farmer was solely dependent on the milch 
and the calf. It was of the utmost im- 
portance to such a farmer that he should be 
a member of a cow-testing association, Most 
' the cows in West Clare. were useless, but, 
the farmers did not realise that in the ab- 
sence of testing. The Corkmen were doing 
things that they knew nothing at all about 
in West Clare, and, as a result, they were 
Inaxing a success of their agricultural opera- 
tons. It seemed to him that the best busi- 
hess brains in this country were in Belfast 
and Cork; but, of the two places, Cork 
keemed to be the more progressive, both as 
business people and farmers.

Belgium, with 11,066 square miles, has a popu- 
lation of 3,060,C00, representing 695 persons to 
the square mile. Beigium is the most thickly 
populated country in Europe, and in the world 
is only surpassed in density of population by 
Egvpt, where the population 1s 1,067 per 
square mile over the occupied territory. Eng. 
land and Wales, with an area of 58, 
square miles and a population of 40 090,000, 
29,000 square miles and a population of 
4,843,000. shows a density of population of 
163 persons per square mile 

Italy continues to show the heaviest drain 
in emigration of European countries. In 190 
59,112 Italians emigrated. In the same year 
there were 56, emigrants from England and 
Wales, 25971 irem Scotland, and 15,966 from 
the Irish Free State. The emigrants from 
the Free State in 1927 numbered 27,148. 

The population tables contaim a deal of m- 
teresting information from varying angles. 
For instance, one sees that the Foes State m 
the year 1926 had a higher percentage (8.5) of 
males over 65 years of age liwing than any 
other country, whilst im the same year this 
country had the second highest percentage of 
females (9.8) over 65 years, being only sur- 
passed by France, with a percentage of 10.0. 


There are tables showing the areas under 
crops im the prinetpal countries in 1930-31. 
The Free State showed, amongst other crops, 
644.000 acres under oats, 347 000 under 
potatoes, 116,000 under barley, and 14,000 
under sugar-beet. 

There were in the Free State in 1930

pigs 1,052,000.

The Safety Valve. 

“ Al this talk of resuming reparation 
and debt payments next July seems to me 
so much idle speculation of politicians.’ 
Thus General Smuts, on his return to 
Cape Town yesterday from Europe. 
summed up the world’s financial situation. 
Of course, he is perfectly. right, but the 
dreadful fact remains that the politicians 
are able to convert their idle 
speculation into a quasi-actuality. Ir 
other words, what we may term the en- 
tanglement of agreements, most of which 
have been signed under duress, will be 
held to be morally binding, and Germany, 
whether solvent or insolvent, will be told 
that she must resume her payments under 
the Young Plan. The Special Advisory 
Committee of the Bank for Internationa! 
Settlements began its work yesterday, and 
its counsel will be of the first importance, 
since upon it must be based the terms of 
reference and style of any subsequent con- 
ference to resolve the whole problem. 
Probably, it is too much to expect that 
the Advisory Committee’s recognition of 
the salient issue will inspire it to the 
necessary vigour; for those who legislate 
for groups of nations are more care- 
ful to avoid offence than to secure 
The world’s condition to-day 
is such that it can be. remedied 
only by a policy which contains 
an element of ruthlessness where essential 
factors are concerned, ‘‘ You shall ” and 
“You shall not ” are not the language of 
diplomacy; yet Mr. Snowden’s “ No” 
achieved its object almost by reason of its 
improbability. 

“The points at issue are straightforward. 
Is Germany 's prosperity a necessary factor 
in the world’s recovery? General Smuts 
holds that, if Germany defaults, Great 
Britain must follow suit sooner or later. 
This view is exaggerated, but it is certain 
that a German collapse must have the 
gravest repercussion in these islands. Can 
Germany pay her domestic debts in 
addition to the Young Plan annuities? 
The answer here is either that she cannot, 
or that she will not; and in either case 
the result is the same, except that the 
latter must evolve all the complications 
which so many fear under the title of 
Hitlerism.

If Germany should 
default totally in the matter of the Young 
Plan—and under Herr Hitler she would 
take precisely this action—the deed 
scarcely would harm the reputation of her 
business houses. If, however, she should 
default short term 
debts, her stock in the world’s money 
inarkets would be slightly inferior to that 
of Soviet Russia. Ethically, moreover, she 
can claim that she incurred her short 
term debts of her own volition, whereas 
reparations were forced upon her. Good 
memories for grievances are 
It is, perhaps, unfor- 
tunate that Europe’s political machinery 
tends to “ bulkhead ”’ itself so readily into 
compartments. The Special Advisory Com- 
mittee will view the situation solely from 
a financial angle, and will transmit this 
conception to a later conference; yet the 
problem is almost as much political as 
financial. Will Europe’s statesmen, as 
they search for a decision, assess the like- 
lihood of a new occupation of the Ruhr by 
the French, if Germany refuses to pay?

Northern Discontents. 


The Northern Government apparently 
is resolved to persevere with its measure 
of revaluation. Having secured a second 
last week in the House of 
Commons, the bill will enter the com- 
mittee stage on Thursday, and is expected 
to reach the Senate on the 15th or 16th of 
this month. It is almost certain to 
become law; for the Northern Govern- 
ment, like its Free State fellow, seldom is 
turned from its purpose by the clamour 
of the constituencies. That clamour, in 
the case of the Revaluation Bill, has deve- 
loped an insistency virtually unparalleled 
in the North since the partition of 
Ireland. Yet the fiercest opponent of the 
new bill cannot deny that intrinsically it 
is not unreasonable. The North has been 
free from the discomfitures of revaluation 
for an exceptionally long time. England 
goes through the process once in every five 
years, but there has been no general re- 
valuation in Belfast since 1906, and the 
counties of Northern Ireland have not 
been troubled since 1852—virtually eighty 
years ago. Clearly a measure of re- 
valuation is overdue, if the North actually 
is to keep in step with English conditions ; 
but the pity is that the present time, of 
all times, has been selected for the intro- 
duction of such a measure. It so happens 
that at the moment England’s outlook 
is brighter than it has been for years, and

time, while trade shows signs of improve- 
ment, expenses have been, and will con- 
tinue to be, piled upon the public. 
Income tax has been increased, and with 
the fall of the pound it is inevitable that 
commodity prices shall rise. In these 
circumstances who can blame the Ulster- 
man, who sees yet another burden added 
to his already heavy load, if he accepts 
it with reluctance? He would be less 
perturbed if the new burden were designed 
to increase his own State’s prosperity ; 
but he realises that its purpose is rather 
for the advantage of the British public 
in general than for Northern Ireland’s in 
particular. If Viscount Craigavon’s 
Government had been able to postpone 
the day of a revaluation until happier 
times, all, doubtless, would have been 
well. The people, as we believe, would 
have accepted it as a necessary impost, 
demanded by virtue of their close relations 
with Great Britain. As matters stand, 
however, it is hard to censure their 
antagonism to the bill, and we can only 
hope that its present unpopularity will 
not be suffered to occlude the many real 
services of the Northern Government. 


London’s Housing Problem. 


London has its slums and its housing 
problem—a permanent and always urgent 
problem—but Dublin’s extreme problem 
of over-crowding is unknown to it. A 
statement which was published yesterday 
by the Housing Committee of the London 
County Council reviews the progress of 
housing in Greater London during the 
last ten years. Within those years the 
Council has built 46,208 houses and 
tenements. The actual population of all 
dwellings erected by the Council is some 
232,000 persons—two-thirds of the total 
population of Dublin—and the average 
number of persons in every dwelling is 
4.46. The report shows that to-day the 
principal factor in London’s housing 
problem is the increasing number of 
families and the decreasing size of those 
families—a decrease which “has been 
greatly intensified in the last two decennial 
periods.”’ In Greater London, during the 
Jast ten years, the population increased by 
9.7 per cent., while the number of families 
increased by 18.8 per cent. The problem 
consists, of course, in the fa. that, as 
Bentham said, the family is the unit of 
society ; and every family, however small, 
requires separate accommodation. Between 
1921 and 1931 the deficiency of structurally 
separate dwellings in Greater London, as 
compared with families, was 47,402. As 
new dwellings are occupied usually by 
only one family, the deficiency must have 
been met by the further sub-letting of 
existing houses. Ten years ago, in the 
County of London, fifty per cent. of the 
structurally undivided houses were occu- 
pied by two or more families; and it 
seems that under present conditions such 
sub-letting will continue. In this way 
the report explains the unceasing pressure 
on housing accommodation throughout the 
London area, although the new dwellings 
of the last ten years are sufficient for 
nearly twice the increase in population. 
‘It seems cléar that the factor which 
mainly determines the demand is number 
of families.” There has been “an ex- 
ceptional decline ” in the average size of 
the family, but the shrunken families 
“occupy slightly more accommodation 
than before.” 


Thief-Proof Cars. 


The motor car thief has not vet become 
a serious problem in the Free State, owing 
to the narrowness of the second-hand 
market, but the day when a wider scope 
may encourage his activities is not far 
distant. In England the question is im- 
mediate, and manufacturers are compelled 
to devote their ingenuity to the search for 
a thief-proof device. Most cars to-day 
are provided with a lock and removable 
key for the ignition as a standard fitting, 
which appears to give adequate protection 
against everybody except the man who 
proposes to steal the car. Usually motor 
car thieves are mechanics, who, with little 
trouble, can manipulate the wiring and 
nullify the value of the lock. In the case 
of saloon cars experience has shown that, 
if the owner leaves his doors locked, the 
thief, as a rule, is baffled. Unfortunately, 
however, this simple and excellent practice 
may not be pursued in London, where the 
danger is greatest, since it is contrary to 
the police regulations in the Metropolis. 
This tiresome inhibition will be brought 
to the notice of the Minister for Transport 
by a deputation during this week. In the 
opinion of Mr. E. M. C. Instone, president 
of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, the new 1932 cars—especially the 
higher-priced models—will be harder to 
steal than their forerunners, owing to the 
greater care with which electrical wiring 
is concealed in the chassis. No less than 
two thousand cars were stolen last year 
from various parking places in the United 
Kingdom. It is manifest, therefore, that 
some device must be found to protect the 
owner-driver. The modern car often must 
be left to take care of itself, and the 
effective policing of parking places would 
tax too heavily an already hard-worked 
force.

The Dublin Municipal School of Music, 
which 1s now under the control of the City 
of Dublin Vocational Education Committee. 
was founded in 1890, when the Corporation 
of Dublin provided an annual grant of £300 
to the School, then under the administration 


of the Reval Irish Academy of Music. In 


1904 the School of Music was incorporated 
in the scheme of technical instruction for the 
County Borough of Dublin, its object being 
to provide an opportunity for the children 
of the city to obtain musical training. if not 
absolutely free. at least for a nominal fee. 
such as could not be had elsewhere. As well 
as the ordinary curriculum of most music 
schools, it included instruction in. such 
instruments as the fife and drum. the 
Uileann pipes. the Irish war pipes, and \brass 
and wood instruments. 

In other countries the National Conserva- 


poor entered by the same portal. Only the 
clever pupils and those who worked were 
retained in these great musical schools: for 
their object was to give the most highlv 
technical training, and to create musicians

Sich payments set up an artificial flow 
of money, especially to the United States 
aid France, with the result that gold be- 
came accumulated there.

The fall of the pound had had immense 
ractions om world trade, which would 
ntinue to be felt for some time; but 
t had somewhat eased what was really 
a impossible position for Britain.

LONDON, Monday. 

HE Abnormal Importations Act 

É recently passed in this country has 
given rise to no small amount of trouble 
in the Irish Free State, where a number 
of exporters have found that their parcels, 
on receipt in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, have been charged the duties 
permissible under the new Act. This is 
due to the fact that the exporters, or 
enders, of parcels have not been pos- 
sessed of the knowledge that each parcel 
must be accompanied by a form issued py 
ths Customs and Excise Department. The 
form is described as Form 120 (Sale), 
and, as large quantities are being 
despatched to-day from London to the 
Irish Free State, it should be obtainable 
throughout the country in the ccurse of 
the next few hours. 

Irish exporters who send a considerable 
number of small parcels out of the 
country have been seriously affected, in- 
asmuch as their parcels have been re- 
turned, the consignees refusing to accep? 
them owing to the demand fcr duty. This 
matter should now adjust itself. 


FORM OF CERTIFICATE. 


In the case of post parcels—nct mer- 
chandise and not exceeding £10 in value— 
a certificate can be obtained, and the 
parce! will “e allowed to proceed in the 
aksence of ground of suspicion that it 
contains anything liable to duty. It must 
not, however, contain manufactured 
tobacco, refined sugar, molasses or extract 
of sugar, which presumably means sweets. 
The certificate iikes the following form :— 

“ The contents of this parcel are not 
merchandise for sale, and «very 
dutiable article therein is the growth 
or product, or, if a manufactured 
article, is to the eatent of at least 
one-fourth of its present + Jue, 
bona fide manufacture of Irish Free 
State origin.’’ 

This will cover gifts and other smal! 
parcels sent for Christmas. 

Mr. J. W. Dulanty, the High Commis 
sioner in London, has taken up the matter 
vigorously with the Excise officers here 
and it is due to his energy that the 
desired forms have been despatched to 
the Irish Free State in sufficient numbers 
to meet immediate requirements. 

The main point in connection with the 
matter is that publicity is required 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
Free State announcing that parcels cas 
no longer be posted freely to people in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland.

CHAMBERS OF COM. 
MERCE AND RUSSIA. 


TRADE “AGREEMENT 
REQUIRED. 


“We require an arrangement with Russia 
to trade on a reciprocal basis, our trade 
with Russia being regulated to an amount 
approximately equal to the amount Russia 
buys from us, plus the value of our 
invisible exports to Russia.’’ 

This sums up a report of a special com- 
mittee on trade with Russia, which has 
been adopted by the Executive Council of 
the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce. 

The report urges that it is essential that 
the interests of British trade should be 
safeguarded, either by legislation or by a 
definite trade agreement, or by both. 

‘ The great problem that the nations of 
the world will have to face is their atti- 
tude towards Russia—a country of enor- 
mous potential wealth, which is fast being 
materialised. It is impossible to cut her 
out of the community of nations, whatever 
her politics may be. 

“Great Britain certainly cannot any 
longer tolerate the present unequal trade 
balance, especially when it is only too 
evident that the money obtained by Russia 
for her imports into England is used 
almost entirely for the purpose of pur- 
chasing machinery and tools from Eng- 
land’s competitors. The _ position is 
intolerable. 

‘Italy in April last signed a treaty 
with the Soviet Government, by which the 
latter agreed to purchase at least 350 
million lire of Italian products during the 
year. France has, it is understood, made 
an arrangement on similar lines. We 
recommend that Great Britain -should 
make some similar arrangement.”’

ISE first session of the new Congress, 
which opened at noon to-day and will 
continue until well into the summer of 
next year, is expected to be both spec- 
tacular and turbulent. 

President Hoover will be confronted by 
the lack of a regular majority in both the 
Senate and the House of Representatives, 
yet his Administration must take action 
on many _ controversial problems oí 
national and international import. 

The one-year moratorium 
promises to evoke some opposition, and 
the re-examination of war debts and 
reparations, both highly controversial 
subjects, will also come to the fore. 

The United States naval programme 
must be discussed both by opponents of a 
big navy and by those who insist that 
the United States should build up to the 
limit set by the London Treaty. 


PROHIBITION ISSUE. 


The prohibition question will also be 
the subject of various proposals, and a 
movement for the repeal of the 18th 
Amendment is under way by means of a 
plan for the submission of the question to 
the various States. 

The Sino-Japanese imbroglio, and the 
action of the Administration in connection 
with the League of Nations, which has 
been sharply criticised, are expected to be 
the subject of Congressional speeches. 

In regard to unemployment and its 
relief, the President has indicated that he 
considers the problem one for local com- 
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munities and the States. Proposals for a 
huge bond issue of more than 1,000,000,000 
dollars to aid unemployment are, how- 
ever, expected to be made in the Legis- 
lature despite the President's attitude. 


MOUNTING DEFICIT. 


The mounting deficit. which promises to 
reach 2,000,000,000 dollars by the end of 
the fiscal year, will be one of the principal! 
problems which the President will submit 
to the Congress. Higher income taxes 
seem to be the most talked of solution. 
Whatever rates are determined upon will 
be insignificant as compared with those 
paid in Great Britain. 

With Democratic influence predominant 
in the Congress some attempt to lower 
tariffs may be made. 

Futility, hidden by the din of party 
strife. is considered by many political 
observers as the most probable outcome of 
the Congress for the first vear of its 
existence, that is, until the Presidential 
election next vear. The Executive can do 
nothing without the consent of its 
enemies, who have been strengthened by 
the election of Mr. Garner, a Democrat, 
to the Speakership of the House.

THE NEW SPANISH 
CONSTITUTION. 


In a leading article The Times observes 
that the elaboration of a new Constitution 
for the Spanish Republic, on which the 
Cortes has been engaged for months past, 
was finished last week, and to-day it is 
to be ceremoniously ratified. Two days 
later it is to be completed by the election 
of a President, and by the end of the 
week it should be possible for Spanish 
patriots to claim -that, whatever the 
dissensions that still divide them and the 
difficulties that have vet to be overcome, 
the Second Republic has made a much 
more auspicious beginning than the first, 
and that the last six months ha~e proved 
that the population has made consider- 
able strides towards political maturity in 
the course of the past half century. 

The new Republic of Workers, as it is 
officially styled, offers many points of 
novel interest to students of constitutional 
history. Its Constitution is the first to 
be drawn up for an important European 
State since the signature of the Kellogg 
Pact, and the principals of that inter- 
national instrument have been embodied 
in a clause which renounces war as an 
instrument of policy. The renunciation 
might. appear superficially to be contra- 
dicted by the facts that the standing army 
is maintained, and not only maintained. 
but increased in efficiency, though 
diminished in numbers, and that the 
President has been given power to declare 
war and to make peace. But the presi. 
dential prerogative is restricted to the 
conditions laid down in the Covenant of 
the League of Nations or to cases in 
which special authorisation has been 
obtained from the Cortes. The intention 
clearly is that Spain should not engage 
In war except to repel an invader, or 
otherwise only collectively with other 
nations at the bidding of the League.

WHEAT QUOTA 
‘OPPOSED. 


MILLERS’ LETTER 
TO PREMIER. 


——FR— 
“SCHEMES ALMOST 
IMPRACTICABLE.” 


HE National Association of British 

and Irish Millers, Ltd., has decided 

to oppose ' most strenuously”’ the quota 

schemes for homé-grown and Dominion 
wheats. 

Mr. John Westcott (President), in a 
letter to the Prime Minister, dated Decem- 
ber 4, states :— 

‘ So far as the home-grown wheat  uota 
is concerned, we are examining very care- 
fully the proposals which have been sub- 
mitted to us, and will report thereon as 
soon as possible to the Minister of Agri- 
culture. Already, however, it is quite 
obvious that the scheme is a most cumber- 
some method of endeavouring to achieve 
the primary object in view—i.e., the 
receipt by the British farmer of an 
economic price for his wheat. 


HIGHER PRICES. 


“H the proposed scheme is to rove 
satisfactory to the farmers in Canada and 
Australia, it must, of necessity, involve 
considerably higher prices for wheat “han 
those which now exist. Present prices, 
of course, are uneconomic, snd some 1n- 
crease is justified. At the same time, we 
should have very little control over ces 
under a quota scheme, and whatever in- 
crease ensued would inevitably have {> be 
borne in its entirety by the British public. 


THREATENED OPPOSITION. 


“1 think it. will be. admitted that the 
flour-milling industry of this country has 
always shown the utmost willingness to 
assist the Government in any measures 
which are required for the general good. 
We have hoped that we should he in a 
position to give our full support to the 
Government in their efforts to deal with 
the serious problems which now confront 
them, but I[ have respectfully to add, 
although with the utmost reluctance, tha 
we cannot give our co-operation to : ich 
ill-advised schemes as those in question 
On the contrary, we shall have no 
alternative, in common fairness, but *o 
oppose them most strenuously with every 
method at our command.”’ 


SECRETARY’S STATEMENT. 


The Secretary of the Association stated 
last night :— 

‘The flour-milling industry views with 
great apprehension the possibility of dect- 
sions being taken on these important 
questions witnout full examination and 
consultation with those who are carrying 
on the important trades involved. 

“The Ministry of Agriculture’s scheme 
for a home-grown wheat quota is, in our 
opinion, a most undesirable one, and we 
are extremely surprised that any Govern- 
ment should consider for a moment the 
possibility of imposing it upon the public 
and upon the trades concerned. 

“The whole object aimed at can be 
achieved in a much more simple and 
straightforward manner, without creating 
a vast bureaucracy, and the principle of 
a free market for both home-grown and 
Dominion wheats could be retained, not- 
withstanding the necessity for assistance 
being given to the home growers of wheat 
and preference to the Dominions. 

‘“My Association are prepared to show 
how this could be done, and to have their 
schemes examined by the Government and 
all the interests concerned. Before the 
matter goes any further, however, they 
desire to make a strong appeal that no 
decision should be taken until the matter 
has been much more thoroughly con 


sidered.’’

As soon as the Guards were established in 
Kilakee House they set about searching 
for ammunition or for any trace of illegal 
or irregular activities. 

“ On the 10th June of this vear, when 
Detective Officers Keelan and Curley were 
searching alongside or near the little river, 
Keelan tound a box containing a pair of 
waders, a flash lamp and a target. The 
box was concealed by the overgrowth. 
buried in the ground, and the mouth of 
the box sii on hinges. The waders 
were a very important find, because 
they, of course, indicated two things—first 
of all, that there was something very im- 
portant near at hand; and, secondly, that 
the waders were the customary method by 
which access was made to the dump. | 

“The detectives took to the river, and 
one of them searched each bank. Detective 
Keelan lifted a stone, and underneath it 
he found, jutting out, a crockery pipe. 
On searching further he found two shores. 
which confirmed his suspicions, and he 
reported the matter to his inspector. As 
a result of further search he discovered a 
window looking out on the stream ; it was.

‘“ ENEMY G.H.Q.” 


“ G.H.Q. officer had supplied me 
with maps of McKee, Coilins, Tsland- 
bridge, Arbour Hill, R.A.M.C., enemy 
G.H.Q., Portobello G.H.Q., Welling- 
ton, Beggars’ Bush, 
Baldonnell. 

“ He writes, ‘On the whole, only 
enemy G.H.@. and Islandbridge are 
as complete as I would like then. I 
can let you have the maps any time 
vou reouire them. But you sheuld 
trace the ones staff officer handed 
around. I know Beggars’ Bush is un- 
occupied now, but still we ought to 
have a map of it. From a communi- 
cation from the Brigade I1.0., I gather 
that he has inside touch with Porto- 
bello. You should see him about 
this. Not only do we require plans 
and sketches giving the fullest details, 
but also details as to garrison, 
sentries, guardrooms, billets and 
sleeping quarters, but as far as 
possible the routine of the garrison, 
and the surroundings of the posts. 
And that this information is kept up- 
to-date. I want you to arrange that 
any item of information collected is 
recorded at Brigade H.Q. and the 
copy sent to the D.I. I am arranging 
to have files kept of every separate 
post and position In which these items 
of information, alteration, etc., will 
be recorded. I want you to do the 
same. In fact, each battalion H.Q. 
should have detailed maps and files 
on each post in their battalion area. 

“This to me is so elementary that 
it is a gross shaine it has not been 
done already. All that is required is 
a system and co-ordination. If it 
could be assumed, in addition, that 
officers were keen. Please let me 
hear from you if you have gone into 
the matter and let me know what you 
are doing. 

“ “Beir buadh agus beannacht, 

“ Chief of Staff.’ ” 

The letter was dated 11th March, 1931. 

(Counsel went on to say that George Gil- 
more was further rmplicated in the charge by 
unmistakable photographs. as well as the 
documents found in the dump. Among these 
documeuts was a circular to officers of the 
Dublin Brigade, which helped te establish 
his submission, and a receipt as follows :— 

‘*Jleadauarters of the Dublin Brigade, 8th 
March. i929. A receipt—Received from Chief 
of Staff sum of £5, spectal grant.— (Signed) 
George Gilmore.” 

There was also a cheque for George Gil- 
more for the sum of £20. This was dated 
1st January, 1928, and though he was in 
prison at that time, it was obvious that his 
papers were carefully kept for him while he 
was awav. 


“ON THE RUN.” 


There weré numerous other doeuments in 
Georges’ handwriting, and in one case there 
was a document issued in respect of a man 
who was tried for what thev considered some 
breach of discipline in the LR.A. This was 
also in: his handwriting. Mr. Kelly pro- 
ceeded to say that the interior of the dump 
was suitable for a man ‘ ‘on the run.” George 
Gilmore was “on the run ” from the 15th 
August last year, when a warrant had been 
issued for his arrest on a charge of assaulting 
i Tt was not until 
the 24th April of this vear that he was 
arrested. hy a considerable force of Guards. 

“Where was he arrested?’ asked Mr. 
Kelly. ‘‘Inside the grounds of Killakee 
demesne——-”’ 

George Gilmore (interrupting)—Tnat is a 
lie. if it of mterest to anyone to know. 

Counsel proceeded to say that when he was 
arrested Gilmore was wearing waders, and 
was probably on his wav to the dump. When 
furmally charged on the indictment now 
before the Tribunal on 8th April, 1981, he 
There was found in his 
possession at the time of his arrest a blue 
notebook (produced). the contents of which 
Lore out counsel's submission as regards the 
decuments found in the dump. For mstance, 
ou opening the notebook at random, he found 
the following entries #‘‘ Copy of court pre- 
gramme; immediate relations.’’ Counsel sug- 
gested chat the meaning of this was that 
the jurors serving at the Central Criminal 
Court or Circnit Court were to be approached 
Another entry 
was—‘‘ Pians for the fonrth.”” Counsel sub- 
n:ttted that this entry was made in respect 
of plans made ovt for the Association, made 
out on this particular date. The circum 
stances in respect of the arrest of Charles 
Cislmore were also very important. For the 
frst nine days in June he was about the 
place as wusnal, and was seen by Guards both 
on the 7th and 9th of June. When his house 
was searched, however, for the purpose of 
arresting him it was found that he was on 
the run. That was at the very time that 
the dump was discovered, He was not 
aitested until the 13th July. When charged 
with the offence, neither prisoner made any 
statement. 


WELL-CHOSEN SITE. 


Mr. Kelly went on to describe the vicinity 
of the Gilmore s house, which, he said, was 
located only about 170 yards from the dump. 
It was in an absolutely secluded part of the 
country, and the site of the dump was chosen 
with considerable skill. The little stream 
beside the dump was brisk enough in its flow 
to carry away such things as were thrown 
into it, and there was no danger of those in 
the dump being disturbed by picnic parties 
or tourists. 

Sergeant Flwin proved maps of areas sur- 
rounding Killakee House. 

He was cross-examined at some length by 
George Gilmore respecting distances from 
certain given points on mags. Witness 
admitted that other paths were equally well 
defined, especially paths leading to the edge 
of the wood from cottages on the west. 

George Gilmore—That wood is a network 
of paths?—No; the undergrowth would not 
permit of that. 

Witness said that it would he ahont a 
mile through the demesne from Rockbrook to 
Piperstown.

DUMP DESCRIBED. 


Guard Micheal ; who made a model 
of the dump, said that the dump was built 
more or lesa on the river bank. The chamber 
was nine feet high at the front and six feet 


- 


nine inches at Back, and was eight feet } 


long by nine feet wide. There were two air 
pipes on the roof. 

art. of the chamber walls was brick-faced, 
covered with plaster, and the front wall was 
conerete. The walls weve dry when he 
visited the dump. The roof was made of 
‘galvanised iron, supported on two beams, 
and @overed with earth. There were two 


small recesses or shelves, measuring one foot [ 


two inches wide by one foot six inches high. 

Detective Officer Saul produced photo- 
graphs taken of the dump and vicinity, in- 
eluding Giimore’s house. 

Detective Officer Keelan, who was sta- 
tiened at Killakee House im June last, said 
that on June 10th he found the box referred 
to in Mr. Kelly’s’ statement, containing 
waders and flash-lamp. Further dewnstream 
he came upon. a small stone, which, when 
removed, showed a thirteen-inch sewer pipe, 
which acted as ventilator. Lower down there 
was a small door, through which he saw 
into: a cave or room. 

Witness said he had seen the Gilmores 
a rd when he was stationed at 
Kkillakee 

George Gilmore asked the witness as to 
the date on which he (prisoner) was said 
to have disappeared from the neighbourhood. 
“ Did you hear of boys in the neighbour- 
hood being ‘ beaten up’ by the C.I.D?” he 
asked 


Witnes— “I never heard a word of 
that.” 

“ Would that. fact 
disappearance from 
several young jads ?” 

The witness replied that no one had heen 
‘“ beaten up.” and, on the prisoner suggest- 
ing that witness might not know what was 
being done by other detectives, said that he 
was closely in touch with everything that 
was going on. 


THE LAND MINE. 


Commandant Daniel Stapleton, Ordnance 
Branch of the National Army, said that when 
he visited the dump on the 10th June, ac- 
companied by others, he examined the ground, 
and concluded that the place was ‘‘ trapped.’’ 
He explained how he opened the trap door 
by the method permanently employed by 
those who frequented the place so that there 
should be ne tensiom on a wire leading to a 
land mine placed at the bottom of the ladder 
leading to the chamber. The land mine 
measured seventeen inches long by seven and 
a half imeches m diameter. and was of 
cylindrical shape. He cut numerous wires 
going through the “ dug-out,” and, after 
examining each article, had them removed by 
detective-officers when it was safe. The land 
mine was the last to be removed, as he was 
afraid that there might be a “ lead’” which 
it would have been impossible te observe. 


“ ROGUE’S GALLERY.” 


The witness, continuing his evidence, said 
that he discovered one box contaimed a 
number of documents and photographs. It 
was labelled “ Rogues’ Gallery.” [n addi- 
tion, there would be about eight tins of ex- 
plosive, incInding - “war flour” and 
gelignite. Any one of these tins contamed 
sufficient to demolish a three-storey dwelling- 
house. Altogether there would be about 
three hundred pounds of explosive, all of 
which were exploded by him fifty or sixty 
yards away. 

“The dump,” he added, “ was perfectly 
dry, and im a wonderful state of preserva- 
tion.” 

George Gilmore—Were you present at the 
discovery ?—No. 

Se that you would not know if the damp 
was altered or disturbed?—I formed the 
opinion that it had not been moved until | 
was there. 

Why do you say you formed that 
opinion ?—Because the trap door could not 
have been opened. I took plenty of time to 
observe everything. I saw that there were 
leaves lying around the edges of the door, 
which indicated that it had not been dis- 
turbed for a week or, perhaps, more. 

I am suggesting the possibility that the 
place was opened before you got there?—I 
saw no indication. The lead was intact, and 
the door was in position. [ had assurance 
from those responsible that it had not been 
tampered with. 

Jn reply te Charles Gilmore, the witness 
said that the lead was ingeniously placed, so 
that 1t would explede the mime when tension 
was placed on it. 

Geor You must have examined it very 
carefully? 

Witness—It is my business to do that. 

Charles—Have you anything to show that 
the mine would explode by any other means 
than hy putting tension on the lead’—No; | 
did not put it to the test. 
| Deteetrve Sergeant Mark Byrne, of the 
Special Branch, Dublm Castle, said he was 
present when the dump was opened, and 
assisted in taking out the contents, which 
were removed to Killakee Barracks. 

Inspector Mooney said he was in charge of 
the Civic Guard at Killakee and attended when 
the dump was entered. Some time after he 
arrested Charles Gilmore, who said: “I will 
save you the trouble of writing.” 

Superintendert O'Reilly said that the 
Guards were aware there had been a number 
of meetings and probably drilling going on m 
the Dublin Mountains. He recownted the 
events which led to the establishment of a 
barracks in Killakee. 


THE ARREST. 


When he was arresting George Gilmore, the 
prisoner had on a pair of waders which 
stretched well above the knee. He searched 
him in the presence of witnesses at Rathfarn- 
ham Barracks, avd found the blue notebook 
(produced). He had examined the entries, 
which consisted of shortened words, initials 
and nambers. He also found a number of 
documents in the dmmp which were appa- 
rently issued by the general headquarters of 
Oglaigh na h-Eweann. He then proceeded to 
prove the documents referred to, and said 
that certain of them were in the handwriting 
of George Gilmore. Text books on gas and 
tank warfare we:e also found in the dump. 

The defendant, George (Gilmore, cross- 
examining, asked where exactly witness had 
arrested him. 

Witness—You were coming from the diree- 
tion of the dump. You were inside what is 
known as the ''Old Gate,’’ but outside the 
present gate of the wood. 

George Gilmore said that a great deal of 
stress had been laid on this point, and asked 
was it not true that he was arrested on a 
path that led directly from his house to the 
main road. 

Witness said that was so. 

George Gilmore then said stress was also 
laid on the facet that he was wearing the 
rubber boots when arrested, and asked if the 
boots he wore then were not the same as 
those seen by witness on the occasions of his 
several raids on the Gilmore’s hevse. 

_ Witness said that he had seen rubber boots 
in the nonse, but he could not identify any 
particular pair. 

Detective-Officer William Murphy said he 
was stationed in Killakee House last June, 
and on the seventh of the month saw Char- 
les Gilmore looking down over the vicinity 
of the House with binoculars. 

Detective-Officer F. Morris said that on 
the day on which the dump was discovered 
he, in company with other Guards, visited 
the Gilmore's house, looking for Charles and 
George. Neither was there. Althongh the 
Guards remained in occupation of the house 
from about noon until 8 p.m. they did not 
come in. Prior to the discovery he had 
seen Charles two or three times every day. 


THE SIGNATURES. 


A number of clerical officers in Mountioy 
Prisou submitted signatares of Charles Gil- 
more which had been po” ape in their 
presence in the prisoners’ c and propert 
book of the prison. : 

On one oceasion, it was stated, underneath 
the signature of George Gilmore there ap- 
peared the words, ‘‘Stolen goods, feturned 
} with thanks.” 

Captain Quirke, described as a handwriting 
expert, told the Court that he identified 
signatures apperring on prison books and 
documents found in the dnmp as having been 
written by the person who signed “ George 
Gilmore.”’

DUN LAOGHAIRE 
COUNCIL. 


HOUSING AND OTHER 
SCHEMES. 


| The monthly meeting of the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Council was held last night. 

The Chairman, Mr. J. M. Devitt, replying 
to Mr. Smith, said that, im view of the 
Government grant of £250,000 towards the 
relief. of unemployment, the Borough 
i Manager, Mr. Hernon, had lodged with the 
Departisent of Local Government the various 
schémes of improvement which the Borough 
Council had in contemplation. 

The General Purposes Committee reported 

that the plans for fifty-six two-storey, three- 
roomed houses had been sanctioned by the 
Mimistry for Local Government. It was pro- 
posed to erect them at Kill avenue, the 
estimated cost being £16,520. 
} The Surveyor submitted a scheme to the 
Committee for the surface draimage, at an 
estimated cost of £15,216, of the lepark 
road, the Barnhill road and Albert road 
areas, where flooding occurred. 

[he Committee recommended that this 
work should not be undertaken unless a sub- 
stantial portion of the cost was provided by 
the Government. 

The Manager (Mr. Hernon) also submitted 
a scheme for decoration of the borough for 
the Eucharistic Congress. He had the 
assistance of Mr. J. J. Robinson, architect to 
the City Decorative Committee, who esti- 
mated the cost at £781. The seafront and 
Open spaces were to be planted with shrubs 
and flowers. 

The report was adopted. 

The Chairman said that the housing scheme 
at Kill would be brought within the terms 
of the new Housing Bill, as it provided 
houses for persons who were reniined from in- 
sanitary areas. As soon as it became law the 
Manager hoped to enter a contract for these 
houses, which would be ready by next 
summer. The rents would be 6s. a week.

Father Degen, im evidence, referred to the 
alleged slander, and said that Father Tonge 
complained that his (Fatner Degen’s) and 
Amy’s (Miss Downing’s) towels had been 
taken from the bathroom, and when asked 
why, he (witness) described what had heen 
told him. and said that it had been com- 
plained that Father Tonge was using the 
bathroom as a sargical dressing station. 
Father Tonge refused to give any explanation. 

Later Father Degen saw copies of three 
medical certificates. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Loseby, Father 
Degen said that he had never stiggested, and 
did not suggest now, that Father Tonge 
suffered from a disease or that he was a thief. 

“I had definitely formed the opinion,” 
said Father Degen, “that Father Tonce was 
wibalanced and that at certain times he was 
dangerous, 

Referring to the complaints that Father 
Tonge'’s desk had been rifled, Father Degen 
said that Father Tonge’s first complaint was 
that somebody had heen stealing his heer 
from the saeristy. “it was scandalous and 
disgraceful,’’ commented Father Degen, ‘‘that

SUB-COMMITTFEE’S 
REPORT. 


Councith ef the Dublin Chamber ef Com- 
mevee adopted the folowing report of 

a sub-committee appointed to examine the 
increased. charges for electricity m Dublin :— 

1.—Inquiry was specially directed to the 
desirability of postponing the sinking fund 
charges, so as not to lay too heavy a burden 
on present consumers. Seeing that on the 
lst April, 1933, the capital of £9,000,000 will 
be fully utilised in producing 120,000uw0 
units, we are satisfied’ that it woald be clearly 
unwise to postpone tne sinking fund charges 
and to rely upow future surpiases to cover 
pust defiuiercies in revenue; 

2.—We have not sufheient information to 
enatle us to decide whether future capital 
expend:tise for normal development at the 
rate of £200,000 per annum, as mentioned ix 
the Chairman of the Board, will or will npt 
he required. 

3.—The sub-committee had an interview 
with the Chairman of the Board, and the 
discussion revealed in a very striking manner 
the unsatisfaetory position of the accour- 
tancy side of the undertaking. 

Ondy since April were reliable costings 
taken out, and the Board assured us that 
each section will now be carefully examined 
and put on a proper basis. 

4.— Our attention was directed to the posi 
tion of Dublin im relation te the whole 
scheme. 

bigures submitted by the Board show that 
the average price per unit charged to the 
cousumer im Dublin has fallen from 2.87 in 
1928 29 under the Corperation scale to 2.19 
in 1930 31 under the Electricit® Supply 
Board scale Reductions were made in 
charges for current for faetories, window 
lighting, basement light. and other uses, and 
the increases now proposed will not cancel 
the effect of these reduetions. 

Until separate accounts are taken out for 
Dublin, as provided by the Electricity 
Supply Act, 1927, it is quite impossible for 
us to say whether the rates charged are 
reasonable or not. 

In view of the widespread attention which 
this important matter has received: through- 
out the country, the Ceuncil desires to suppie- 
ment the report by making a general 
comment. 

An agitation over the whole country for 
cheaper current at a price which disregards 
the costs of production and distribution, wf 
successful, must tend to weaken the finances 
of the scheme, leading ultimately to’ de 
Aeiencies which must be made up by taxa 
tion. 

Strong advocacy of the interest of any 
area (not based on local peculiarities differ- 
entiating it from ethers) which is pressed re- 
gardless of circumstances influencing. the cost, 
can only Jead to friction, and tend to injure 
the scheme as a whole. 

In adopting the report of the sub-committee 
the Conncil in no degree relinquishes its 
richt to direct free and wnembarrassed 
criticism upon the fimances of the scheme, 
as and when further public accounts are fur- 
nished which enable a considered judgment 
to be formed.

THE SMITHFIELD 
SHOW, 
FREE STATE SEED 
POTATOES. 


From Ove Own CorRnrESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Monday. 

RISH interest in the Smithfield Club Show, 

| which opened at the Agricultural Hall, 

Islington, to-day, ts centred in the potato 
exhibits, and in this section there is a far 
more optimistic atmosphere than was the case 
last year. Various factors have operated to 
assist the improvement in the potato-growing 
industry, and a more confident teelhing prevails 
concernmg the future. 

The Department of Agriculture of the Irish 
Free State is represented by a display of seed 
potatoes, of which twenty different varieties 
certified by the Department are on view, the 
exhibit being in charge of Mr. W. D. David- 
son. Numerous inquiries have been received, 
and as a result of the orders placed nearly the 
whole of the certified stock of seed potatoes 
in the Irish Free State has beem cleared. 
The high reputation gained by [Ireland 
in this respect is mainly based on the quality 
of the seeds, but quantity has something to 
do with it as well; for one large retailer has 
written to say that, for the first time in a 
long experience, he has been able to get eight 
stones of potatoes out of a hundredwenght 
which was supplied from the Free State. 

Mr. Davidson, who was at the Birmingham 
Show. found that inquiries from growers in 
the Midlands were of a satisfactory character, 
and there were many repeat orders from 
previous users of Free State seed. 

The Ministry of Agriculture of Northern 
Ireland has an exhibit of seed potatoes, with 
Mr. R. W. Wallace in charge. At the 
Imperial Fruit Show at Manchester this year 
there were no competitions, but the Northern 
Ireland Ministry ot Agriculture had an 
exhilwt. Last vear Northern Ireland gamed 
no fewer than 18 prizes im the potato classes 
at this event. In 1929 the total was 16, and 
in 1928 the awards were 15. 

The exhibit of Sir Josslym A. R. Gore- 
Booth, Bart., of Lissadell, Sligo, consists of 
seed potatoes of several varieties, including 
Epicure, Great Scot, British Queen and King 
Edward. Mr. T. Hetherington ts in charge 
of the exhibit, which contains some excellent 
samples. The Epicure seeds attracted par- 
ticular attention, growers in many districts 
displaying an interest in this popular variety. 

The Wexford Engineering Company has an 
eexhibit. with Mr. W. C. Stacey in charge. 
It consists of agricultural implements of 
various descriptions, iftliuding the Star 
potato spravers, which are mneh used in the 
English potatogrewing distriets. 

Mr. M. Wall and Mr. D. Wilks are in 
attendance at the exhibit of Messrs Philip 
Pierce and Company, of Wexford, who show 
mowers, potato sprayers, sowers, hoes and 
other a@rievitural machinery.

ENGINEERS AND REGISTRATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sizk,—From a report of a meeting of the 
Engineers’ Association in today’s issue it 
appears that a bill is to be introduced in the 
Dail providmg for the regtstration of emgi- 
neers. ‘Fhe term “ registered ” in connection 
with the engimeering profession is new to 
me, though the expression ' chartered’ has 
been in use for a good many years in Eng- 
land. The term “chartered” appears pre- 
ferable to “ registered,” the latter being 
connected in the mind of the public with 
plumbing, which is a branch of genre 
but not engineering as generally accepted. 
The qualifications of an engmeer consist of 
(1) a sound theoretical knowledge, (2) the 
serving of an apprenticeship im the practical 
work of the branch of engineering in which 
he is to be engaged, (3) some years in the 
practice of his profession in a responsible 
position. The Institution of Civil, Electrical 
and Mechanical Engineers in England recog- 
nise the necessity for these qualifications, 
aud apply such stringent tests to their 
candidates for membership that the member- 
ship of any of these Institutions is generally 
accepted as evidence of being a qualified 
engineer. 

In view of the very smal! possible develop 
ment of engineering in lreland—after all, ina 
peasant State, with a population of 3,000,000, 
the developments must be 
qualification of being ' registered ” in the 
Snorstat will carry no weight outside this 
country. If it is desired to have a really 
high standard of qualification in the Saorstat, 
this could be accomplished far more satisfac- 
torily than si the clumsy method of a 
registration bill. 

There are, of course, too many small 
engineering associations and societies in the 
Saorstat. 1 suggest that the whole of these 
associations should be affiliated to the 
doyen of our local engineering institu- 
tions, the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers of land — the only body 
which possesses @ permanent building. 
library and meeting hall. The Institution 


.of Civil Engineers should enlarge its Coun. 


cil so as te give representation to the 
atfiliated associations, and make suitable 
financial and other arrangements with these 
bodies for concentrating the whole of their 
activities m the building in Dawson street. 
Thr new body. which might be termed the 
General Association of Irish Engineers, 
would then lay down conditions of student- 
ship, associate membership and membership 
on the lines adopted by the Institution of 
Civil Engineers in England. Such mem- 
bership would have a real valine in the 
engineering world, not only in the Saorstat, 
hut also abroad, while a real step in advance 
in co-ordinating and rationalising the diver- 
sity of effort at present existent would have 
been made. 

I believe that, if such a scheme could be 
brought to fruition, it would be of the 
greatest mutual benefit to all the engineers 
and engineering societies in Ireland. Not 
only this, but something would have been 
accomplished by mutual effort and agreement 
aran of the aal resort to legislation 
and compulsion which has become fashion 
able since the War.—Yours, etc.,

SEED OATS FOR SOWING 
IN 1932. 


The preliminary estimates of the yield of 
the oat crop which have now been obtained 
from every part of the Free State confirm 
the view already published at the end of 
October that the yield is substantially below 
the normal, and that a considerable propor- 
tion of the grain consists of light and badly- 
filled pickles. There is, therefore, reasonable 
ground for apprehending a serious scarcity of 
seed oats in the coming spring, unless timely 
steps be taken by growers to conserve an 
adequate supply of the produce of their own 
crops for this purpose. The Department ac- 
cordingly urge all growers to set aside a 
sufficient quantity of grain suitable for seed 
purposes from their stocks of this year’s oat 
crop, and to see that it is stored under 
proper conditions. 

In view of the relatively considerable pro- 
portion of light oats met with in the samples 
marketed, it seems evident that farmers may 
find it difficult to secure their full require- 
ments of well-filled grain for sowing. In 
this connection it is possible that there may 
be a tendency to regard badly-filled, but 
otherwise sound, grain as quite useless for 
this purpose. It is thought well, therefore. 
to point out that although well-filled grain, 
if available, is preferable for seed, it would 
be a mistake to regard grain which is not 
so well filled as quite unsuitable. Farmers 
who may find themselves in any doubt as to 
the suitability of their grain for sowing 
would be well advised to have samples of the 
grain tested at the Department’s seed-testing 
station. They are also advised to consult 
the Agricultural Instructor.

CLAIM TO WESTMEATH FARM. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

An application was made in a case of Peter 
Lynch against Patrick Weir for an order pre- 
suming the death of Christopher Coffey, a 
County Westmeath man, who had lived with 
his father in London, and had gone to 
America before 1872. 

Mr. McGonigal, who (instructed by Messrs. 
Downes and Co.) appeared for Thomas 
Farmer (replacing Patrick Weir), the defend- 
ant, said that Patrick Coffey, who died on 
June 18, 1881, left a substantial farm at 
Ballinea, County Westmeath. By his will he 
left the farm to his brother, John Coffey, for 
his lifetime, and after his death to his 
children. If John siould. die unmarried, the 
ywroperty was left in trust for the children of 
Kate Coffey, testator’s sister. John died on 
November 13, 1910. unmarried, and Kate died 
on November 26, 1899, also unmarried. The 
property next passed in trust to his first 
cousin, Christopher Coffey, who lived with 
his father, Christopher Coffey, in London. In 
the case of Christopher Coffey’s death in the 
lifetime of John and Kate Coffey, the 
property then passed in trust to testator’s 
first cousin, James Lynch, whose representa- 
tives now appear to be entitled to the farm. 

Christopher Coffey, added counsel, went to 
America oot sh 1872, and had not been heard 
of after 1876. From that date no trace of 
him had been discovered. 

Mr. Justice Johnston made an order pre- 
suming the death of Christopher Coffey prior 
to November 26, 1899.

JUDGMENT IN ASSURANCE 
DISPUTE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in thie 
case of Bolands, Ltd., against the Genera! 
Accident Fire and Life Assurance Cor'pora- 
tion, Ltd., which had come before the Court 
on an award in a case stated by Mr. T. A. 
Finlay, K.C., as umpire in arbitration pro- 
relating to a claim by Messrs. 
holands, Ltd., to be indemnified by the 
Assurance Corporation 1n respect of pay- 
ment of compensation to John Brennan, a 
workman, who was injured while doing re- 
pairs at Messrs. Bolands’ mill at lungsend 
in November, 1927. 

It appeared that Brennan was repairing a 
roof and a wall of the mill premises when 
he was injured. He was classified as a 
mill labourer, the rate of insurance for an 
ordinary labourer being 16s. per cent., 
whereas the rate for maintenance staff fo 
roofs was 36s. per cent. ‘The question for the 
arbitrators was whether the accident was 
covered by the policy issued by Assurance 
Corporation. ‘The arbitrators failed to agree, 
and Mr. Finlay, in his award, determined 
that Brennan, at the time of the accident, 
was not engaged in work forming part of 
or process In the business of bakers, millers 
and confectioners carried on by Messrs. 
iolands. Ltd., and that the Assurance Cor- 
poration were under no obligation to in- 
demnify them in respect of the compensation 
pavable by them to John Brennan. 

The question for the Court was. whether 
Mr. Finlay was right in law In so 
cetermining. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in his judgment, said 
that the question turned on what construc- 
tion in law was to be put upon the terms of 
The repair of a roof undoubtedly 
was necessarily incidental to the carrying on 
of any business, but in his opinion it did 
not form part of, or process in, the business 
of bakers. millers and confectioners carried 
on bv Messrs. Bolands, Ltd. He was of 
opinion that the words ‘‘ full legal liability” 
in the policy might be read within the 
statnte of limitations contained in the policy 
itself, and he held that if Messrs. Bolands, 
Ltd.. or their brokers had been misled by 
the words of the proposal, it conld not be 
said that that was by reason of any mis- 
representation, and that the Assurance Cor- 
poration could not be held liable. He was, 
therefore, of the opinion that the umpire

was right in law in determining that there | 


was no liability on the part of the Assuranc 
Corporation to recoup Messrs, Bolands,. Ltd.., 
in respect of the compensation paid to Jolin 
brennan.

Reserve for both 
trophies went to Mr. P. Conaty, Ballyhist, 
Kells, for his first prize Angus cross-bred, 
which won the cup for best early maturity 
heifer. The cup for best bullock in the 
early maturity classes was won by Mr. 
Michael G. Barry, Ginnetts Park, Summer- 
hill, for a Hereford cross-bred, which also 
won the Irish Hereford Breeders’ Ass 
tion’s special. Mr. A. Mathews, 
Mitchelstown, Navan, had a level, well- 
developed shorthorn, who won the Boothman 
and Caplan Cup for best horned bullock 
10 cwt. and over, while the medal of the 
Irish Aberdeen-Angus Association for the 
best pure or cross-bred specimen of the 
breed shown by a member of the Associa. 
tion, was won by Lady Lambart, Beaupare, 
with an Angus cross-bred bullock of great 
symmetry scaling 155 cwt., which was subse- 
quently sold by auction for £77 to Mr.

S'WEDISH TRADE CONDITIONS. 

Hambros Bank Market report from Stock- 
holm contains the following :—The big auec- 
tions of timber from the Crown forests, at 
which wood from the Norrland districts and 
Dalecarlia is sold, are now over. Summing 
up the results, it is found that hoth the 
reduction in demand for raw materials and in 
prices has been enormous this year.
